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HAS 200 EVERGREEN 
VARIETIES ON MERAMEL 


Henry W. Kuechenmeiester Ag 
sembles Largest Private Col- 
lection in Middle West. 


From an experimental planting 
of four evergreens at his clube 
house on the Meramec River 19 
years ago, Henry W. Kuechene 
meister, retired paper box manue 
facturer, has developed a hobby 
and the largest private collection 
of evergreens in the Middle West. 

Two hundred varieties, from the 
dwarf Black Hill spruce which 
grows an inch a year until three 
feet high, to the stately Scotch and 


Austrian pines, fill the large lawn 
and a three-acre pinetum at his 
home on the Geyer road south of 
Kirkwood. The trees have been 
collected from nurseries in all parts 
of the country at an expense of 
more than $5000, express charges 
being high because of the large 
amount of earth that must be kept 
about the roots of the trees in 
transportation. 

Varieties from all North Amerie 
can latitudes have been grown suc- 
cessfully in the rocky clay soil, al- 
though two men are kept busy 
mulching and boxing trees native te 
warm climates as protection against 
severe cold, and otherwise protect- 
ing them. Pines, spruce and juni- 
per require little water, while arbop 
vitae, yews and others from South- 
ern swamp lands present an irriga- 
tion problem in dry weather. 
“Evergreen garden” is the term 
used by Kuechenmeister to describe 
the gently roiling knolls through 
which flagstone paths meander. He 
avoids technical terms and refers to 
himself as an “evergreen farmer” 
rather than an arboriculturalist, 
although he knows the Latinisms 
which differentiate his collection. 
Among the odd forms taken by 
the evergreen family is the Cana- 
dian ground juniper, which, instead 
of growing upward, sends out bush- 
like branches which spread almost 
indefinitely. The spiral arbor vie 
tae gets its name from its corke 
screw appearance caused by the 
frond-like branches which extend in 
a perpendicular plane. The globe 
arbor vitae naturally assumes its 
symmetry without trimming, while 
the weeping Virginia cedar. with 


drooping branches, is not unlike a 
willow when viewed from a dis- 
tance, 

The Kolster blue spruce of Rel. 
gium, English yew, Chinese arbor 
vitae and the umbrella pine and 
nut pine from Japan demonstrate 
the thoroughness with which 
Kuechenmeister has gone in for col- 
lecting. 

Lining the long walk in front of 
the house are unusual] rock plants, 
many of which belong to the ever- 
green family. Edelweiss, found is 
the Swiss Alps, and celebrated for 
its small blue flower, was obtained 
with some difficulty. Phlox «ub. 
latta, dwarf iris anda variety @ 
pink are among the collection. 

Mrs. Kuechenmeister vies with 
her husband with an extensive 
flower garden including many roses, 
Oriental poppies and tulips as her 
favorites. 

French Take to German in Alsace. 
By the Associated Press. 

STRASBOURG, Dec. 29.—In an 
effort to diminish the importance 
of her problems in Alsace, France 
has decided to replace all Govern- 
ment functionaries who do net 
speak Gesman in the reconquered 
provinces. For 50 years of Ger- 
man occupation, Alsace spoke only 
German or its Germanic dialect. 
One of the reproaches which Alsa- 
tians have made against French 
administration since 1918 was the 
disregarding of this condition. Ten 
years later, a French Cabinet 
council] hag remedied the cause of 
complaint. Functionaries for Al- 
sace, from highest to lowest, must 
know German.

DECEPTION ISLAND, Antarct- 
ica, Dec. 29 (via Whaler Hektoria 
and KUP, San Francisco Wiresless 
Station.)—Taking advantage of a 
few days’ respite from outdoor 
work, I have been able to develop 
pictures and carefully go over ob- 
servations made during our recent 
flight south of latitude 72, along 
longitude 63. 

This vacation from more arduous 
duties has given me the opportunity 
of cataloguing our discoveries, and 
with observations, notes, sketches 
and photographs made during the 
flight, to outline with comparative 
accuracy the west coast of the 
Weddell Sea for a distance of about 
400 miles, north and south. The 
sea itself has a coast line of more 
than a thousand miles. 

We realize, of course, that it is 
only the reconnoitering survey in- 
complete in detail. Yet the main 
features of this Antarctic land over 
which we have flown, so far as we 
can judge, are more or less correct 
as we have traced them.

For convenience I have undertak- 
en to refer to the geographic points 
of interest by name instead of by 
general reference.

EINTS are usualiy developed 
Fis the individual and not by 

suggestion. it is a movement 
with the hands, body, legs and 
arms which attempts to deceive 
an opponent to such a degree as 
to cause another action to be 
successful. 

An effective feint can be used 
on out-of-bounds balls when the 
player fakes the ball one way 
and throwe it another. The most 
successful feint on these plays is 
to fake a throw at the o 
-ponent's eyes, then pass in the 
direction you waut to throw. 

Feints may be used effective- 
| ly against a guard when you are 
the basket. Fake a tow 
Pass and then shoot over the 
guard's head; or fake a shot and 
dribble around him; or fake a 
shot and pivot.

LILY BUSCH ESTATE PAYS 
$431,000 INHERITANCE TAX 


This Amount Is Third Largest of 
Kind Ever Collected by the 
State of Missourt, 

By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 29.—A 
check for the third largest inher- 


itance tax ever collected in Mis. 
souri, $431,090 on the estate of Mra. 
Lily ‘Busch, widow of Adolphus 
Busch, St. Louls brewer, eame to 
the Inheritance Tax Bureau in the 
State Treasury today. 

The appraisement of Mrs. Busch’'s 
estate fixed the total value at §8,- 
515,951, but the amount of the es- 
tate subject to the tax, after de- 
ducting taxes, administration, ex- 
penses and other items, was $7,607,- 
961. 

The total tax was $442,260, but 
probate fees were $11,260, making 
the net amount $431,000.

Largest in History, With 7171 
Registered Scouts and 1567 
Adult Leaders. 


The largest membership in its 
more than 10. year® existence has 
been reached by the Boy Scout or- 
ganization in St. Louis, according 
to an announcement issued by the 
St. Louis council. Memberships in 
the council, which includes S&t. 
Louis County as well as city, now 


tota] 8738 men and boys, 7171 of 
whom are registered scouts, and 
1567 volunteer adult leaders. The 
figure represents an increase of 
more than 600 over that of a year 
ago. 

While growth throughout the 
year, except during the summer 
vacation months, has been fairly 
regular, a heavy percentage of the 
increase occurred during the last 
month, when the annual roundup 
for recruits has been under way. 
It has been customary each year, 
in preparation for the annual Scout 
Circus, to make an effort to obtain 


become 12 years old during the 
last year. These new recruits have 
then been invested with the rank 
of Tenderfoot Scout in a huge in- 
vestiture ceremony, which is one 
of the features of the circus, Dur- 
ing the first week of the roundup 
this month more than 100 recruits 
were obtained—this figure itself 
establishing a new record. 

The roster of the local organiza- 
tion at present includes 269 troops, 


stitutions. The South District 
leads with 82, followed by the 
North with 74, the West with 66 
and the Suburban with 47. This 
order, however, is changed with 
the number of scouts per district, 
the West District, with eight fewer 
troops, having nearly 300 more 
scouts than the North.

ATLANTA, Georgia. 
YNNE _ hesitated. 
fhe call seemed to 
come from a closed 
automobile, parked 
not a dozen paces 
from his pleasant 
home in Great 
Neck, Long Island, 
which he had just 
left on his way to 
work. As he paused it ¢ame again, in 
an amiable masculine voice: 

“Mr. Walker.” 

Instinctively Wynne stepped up to 
the side of the machine. In it was 4 
Government operative. And so ‘David 
J. Wynne” passed from Great Neck 
end the New York bond house for 
which he was a modestly successful 
anlesman, and John D. Walker, at 57, 
came home a few days ago to Sparta-— 
whence he departed 11 years ago on @ 
“two weeks’ vacation’—to answer 
charges of embezzling $7000. 

Much water has gone under the 
bridge since that day in 1917 when 
Walker, leaving his complex affairs in 
the hands of an associate and an- 
nouncing he was going to take a little 
vacation, fled the State with another 
man'’s*wife. Then he was fiscal agent 
for 100 small banks and handled some 
$1,500,000 for them annually. He 
was lay leader of the North Georgia 
Methodist conference. He was the 
Mayor of Sparta, and he was a mem- 
ber of one of the most prominent fam- 
ilies in Georgia. Since then he has 
been an oj] operator in Texas, a real 
estate dealer in Honolulu, a success in 
various businesses in Japan and China, 
and the manager of a credit bureau 
for merchants in Victoria, British Co- 
lumbia. Many of the banks whose af- 
fairs he handled have closed their 
doors; one cashier has killed himself. 
And when Walker was arrested he had 
just 65 cents. 

The Government alleges that on 
March 327, 1915, while Walker was 
Mayor, chairman of the Bond Commis- 
sion and president of the Fifst Nation- 
al Bank of Sparta, he contrived to get 
into his possession and contro) certain 
bonds, funds and credits to the value 
of $7000 belonging to the city, and 
other bonds at Thomson, Georgia, to 
the value of $2000, using his banking 
positions to accomplish this. It is 
further cherged that he converted the 
bonds to his own financial benefit, one 


count being that he ob- 


tained a $7000 loan 
through an Atlanta 
brokerage house by 


using the bonds ar col- 
lateral and that the 
Sparta bank never fre- 


celved proper reim- 
bursement. 
“I handled = around 
$1,590,000 annually for 
my banks, Walker 
scoffed. ‘‘Deo “you suppose 
I'd be senseless enough to © 
take a mere $7500 from a ate 
national bank? Do 1 look » ae 


like & man of no more intel- 
ligence than that? It's ab- 
aurd!: Why, I lent a New 
York banker $25,000 while 
we were riding around in a 
taxicab one night.’ 

Many of the banks which 
Walker represented closed 
their doors one by one after 
his disappearance, few with- 
out loss to stockholders and depos- 
itors. His own Firet National Bank, 
at Sparta, was reorganized, but depos- 
itors lost no money. The affairs of 
his parent institution were linked with 
those of the Bank of Sparta. On May 
1, 1821, while an investigation of 
Walker's affairs was under way, J.-D. 
Burnett, cashier of the Bank of Sparta, 
shot and killed himseff,

is the greater interest centered. His 
son, John D. Walker Jr., was among 
the first to rush to his father’s aid 
when the ex-banker wae returned to 
Atlanta, coming here from Sparta. 
where the banker's first wife, who di- 
vorced him after his disappearance, 
now resides.

On leaving for his ‘‘vacation’’ soon 
after completing his term as State Sen- 
ator, Walker delegated to Robert 
Holmes, then vice president 6f the 
Sparta bank, and associated with him 
in the banking enterprises, the neces- 
sary authority to ‘carry on'’ while he 
was away. Shortly after he left it was 
rumored that the banker was ‘gone 
for zood.”’ and then came word of the 
fact that the Athens jeweler’s wife also 
was missing.

If thelr friends and their public had 
been the only ones surprised by the 
announcement of the marriage the 
event might be set down as another 
romance of the opera, where marriages 
between artists ate regarded as in- 
teresting but net unusual. But the

PARIS. 
GREEK proposal 
to dredge the 


harbor of Milo in 
an attempt to dis- 
cover the arms of 
the famous 
Venus has caused 
- £reat astonish- 
ment among the officials at the 
Louvre. 


The news of this suggestion was 
contained in the following tele- 
gram, sent out from Athens by one 
of the principal European news 
agencies a short time ago: 


‘‘As the result of studies and 
reports published by Professor 
George Gaetanos and the archeol- 
ogist Dragatsis, the Athens news- 
papers are carrying on a campaign 
to urge that the harbor of Milo 
be dragged for the arms of the 
Venus of Milo. They declare that 
the arms were broken off in the 
course of a battle between the sail- 


_ ors of the French warship Estafet- 


te and the citizens of the port, 
who wished to send the statue to 
Constantinople, and that in all

probability these arms are lying 
within a few hundred feet from 
the shore line. 
“Professor Gaetanos also an- 
nounces the discovery that the 
Venus’ left arm covered her breast, 
like the Venus of Medicis, and

astonishment is that, al- 
though hundreds of  per- 
sons have written books to ad- 
vance various theories as to 
how the Venus of Milo held 
her arms, there is not the slight- 
est mystery about it. Her left arm 
was held upward, with an apple 
in the hand. The right arm hung 
straight down and was broken off 
at the elbow when first found. As 
regards the chance of finding 
these arms in the harbor of Milo, 


HE reason for the Louvre's 


it is simply null. In the first place, 
the Louvre Museum possesses the 
forearm, part of the hand and ap- 
ple of the upright left arm. They 
were broken off in the fight be- 
tween the French sailors and the 


Greek inhabitants of Milo, and 
there are many indications to 
show that the missing portions 
were smashed to bits. These 


broken pieces are kept in a glass 
case beside the Venus in the 
Louvre, but not one tourist in -a 
thousand ever sees them. The 
right arm was probably broken off 
centuries ago, and there is not 
the slightest reason to believe that 
it lies in Milo harbor today. Ac- 
cording to the Louvre experts, the 
Greek savants are simply talking 
through their hats. 

In the archives of the great 
French museum here there is 
plenty of testimony to show how

her arms. For example, Lieuten- 
ant Matterer, a French naval offi- 
cer who was at Milo when it was 
found, and who saw the statue a 
number of times, wrote in his 


diary: 
bb WV Ville and I saw the 
statué in the peasant’s 
cabin she had her left arm in the 
air holding an apple, and her right 
arm, which hung down, was brok- 
en off at the elbow.’’ He does not 
mention that the right arm was 
broken off when the peasant 
found it, but there is other good 
testimony to this effect. 

The story of how the Venus of 
Milo came into possession of the 
Louvre is very exciting. A peas- 
ant named Yorgos -found it in a 
cave on the Island of Milo in 


HEN Monsieur d'Ur- 


April, 1820. Monsieur Brest, the 
French Consul at Milo, heard of 
the discovery and wanted to buy 
the statue for his Government, but 
hesitated when the peasant de- 
manded $240. On May 26, 1820 
—the letter is now in the French 
Foreign Office archives—he wrote 
to Monsieur de Riviere, the 
French Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, asking for his approval to 
purchase it. The Ambassador hes- 
itated, but two young French nav- 
al officers named Dumont d’Urville 
and Matterer, who had seen the 
statue at Milo and been en- 
tranced by its beauty, arrived at 
Constantinople and described it in 
glowing terms. Monsieur de Ri- 
viere immediately commandeered 
the French warship. Estafette, 
placed his secretary, Monsieur de 
Marcellus, on board and told him 
to proceed to the Island of Milo at 


—' 


all speed and secure the Venus re- 
gardiess of cost. 

When Marcellus arrived he 
found that the Greek priests on 
the island had decided to buy the 
statue and send it to Prince Niko- 


laki Morousi, a high Greek offi- 
cial in Constantinople, as a 
present. 


N fact, the priests and their fol- 
] towers were already loading it 

on a ship sent by Prince Morou- 
si when Marcellus stepped ashore. 
He claimed that the French Con- 
sul there already had an option on 
it and, seeing that it was his only 
chance to get possession of it for 
France, he had a detachment of 
marines disembark from the Esta- 
fette and crdered them to seize 
it. There was a violent clash on 
the water front, with many split 
heads on both sides. The Venus 
also had her left arm smashed. 
But the marines carried the day, 
and the statue with them. One of 
the marines picked up _ several 
fragments of the left arm. The 
Estafette sailed for Marseilles 
with her trophy the same day— 
June 25. And so it came to 
France.
